We reply: To us they 
are all the interests that affect In any 
degree the temporal orspiritual welfare 
of mankind, Spiritualism does pot deal 
with dead issues, The featbered builder 
does not require last year’s vird’s ne t. 
The material of to-day Is from the past, 
but the construction must be established 
upon a basis of facte sustained by brain», 
Tbis is au ageof reason and demand and 
the create supply ls spirit evidence that 
deals with live issues, and furnishes 
proof of immortallty. 

Our English poet, Tennyson, says jo 
noble lines: 


*Belf-reverence, sell- knowledge, self-control: 

These (three ulone lead life to sovereign 
power, 

Yet not for power, (power of herself would 
come uncalled for), 

But to live by luw, acting the law we live by, 
wilbont tear.” 


Tbe environments of the past bave 
been barriers of fear.

Sige and Poet 
grace with laurel wreath, the fane of 
learning. Here is no Soma julce for 
tbirstiog lips. Life's chalice brims 
with drops of dew, aud beading pearls 
run forth from children’s laughter.

SPIRIT PHOTOGRAPHY. 
MY HENRY J. NEWTON, 

V/hether epirits bave been or can be 
photographed Is In the minds of many, 
still a mooted question, When the sub- 
ject was first brought to publie notice 
the iaw of optics applicable to such caa- 
es which science bad promulgated and 
adopted, required that a subject to be 
photographed must be toa certain ex- 
tent opaque; in other words a perfectly 
transparent body could not be photo- 
graphed, it must be dense enough to 
reflect sufllcient rays of light to project 
a visible image on the ground glass of 
the camera. Atthat time I believed 
these viewa to be correct, therefore, 
when questioned ag to my belief in the 
truth of statements made, that through 
certain mediums spirits had been photo- 
graphed, I polnted out the obstacles in 
the way and stated tbat to my mind, as 
I understood the laws goveruing such 
cases, they would be insurmouutable. 

At tbat time Spirituallam had devel- 
opod huta limited variety of phenom- 
ena and occupied a very different posit- 
ion In the world from what it does 
to-day, and the scientific theories 
which prevailed thirty years ago have 
lo many instances, been modified, and 
eutlrely changed in others, Whether 
or not we know anything more about 
light than we did then, we merely know 
more about some of its properties. The 
drift of scientific investigation with ref- 
ference to the constituent properties of 
light, point prophetleally to the proba- 
bility that in the no distant future, sci- 
ence will adopt the tbeory tbat electric- 
ity and light are identical. Should this 
be so it will not follow that we shall 
know practically anything more about 
light than we do now. 

When photography was first intro- 
duced, and for many years after, science 
claimed that the action of light on the 
haloid ealta of ellver was a chemical 
action. This claim went undisputed 
aud unchallenged until about the year 
1865, when one of our moat noted Amer- 
ican chemists published the result of a 
series of experiments bearing upon this 
question. Iu bis published statement 
he snys that he became thoroughly con- 
vinced that the action of light on the 
sensitive film was purely mechanical 
and not chemical. The theory was 
that light travellug with the velocity 
which has been demoustrated, must, lu 
coming in oontaot with auy substance, 
exert a degree of physical force corres: 
poudiug to its density and rapidity of 
motion, therefore, when the light im» 
pinged on the delicately prepared film, 
sufficient mechanical action resulted to 
produce the photographie Image. 

He atates that one of the experiments 
which he made and which to bis mind 
was conclusive, was ln submitting the 
prepared sensitive film to the deliente 
pressure of a mednillon or uueven sur- 
face, (I think be used a fifty cent pleoe) 
ju his dark room and then applied the 
developing solution and an Image was 
developed the sume as If the plate had 
been exposed to l'ght in the usual way. 

This fact demonstrated the possibility 
of producing an Image equivalent lo 
all essential respects to a photographed 
one lu a dark room without the Iuter- 
position of actinic Hght in any form. 
This was exceedingly Interesting to me 
and furnished etimulus to further ex- 
perlments lu occult photography. 

The fact would seem to have been es- 
tablished that a photograph oould be 
formed on the prepared pinte by phyel- 
eal mauipulation In the dark room, aud 
I had mauy tinies witnessed the exer-

The Devil Theory. 

Itis somewhat melancholy thing to 
reflect that while we have a ministry

This hypothesis he holds to be 
uot only scriptural, but more consonant 
than any otber with the facts of sci 
ence. Charles J. Guiteau, of repuisive 
memory, he considers to have been a 
man possessed. “What we call the im- 
pulses of our lower nature are often," 
Dr. Abbott is inclined to think, “the 
whispered suggestions of fiend-like na 
tures watching for our fall and exultant 
if they ean accomplish It." 

This view invests our life with a 
“greater serlousness and solemulty than 
we are wont to imagine" as attaching 
to it, and makes us realize how impor 
tant it ls “to resist the first yielding to 
one who never becomes the possessor of 
a human soul except by its own gradual 
gud voluntary sul jection (o his hateful 
despotism.”

The Sunday Law Question. 

A Portland parson has been giving 
special attention to the necessity of “a 
Sunday law.” Do not the laws of all the 
states recognize Sunday as a day of ex- 
emption from business duties and respon- 
sibilities? What more can be expected of 
the State, considering that the religious ob- 
servance of the day is a matter of church 
ordination, not even expressly authorized 
by the book that is held to be the common 
authority of the class of churches so or- 
daining? But we think, since the matter 
is made subject of legislation that there is 
room for improvement. We believe that 
the interesis of education and morality, 
especially. temperance, would be greatly 
promoted if it were made lawful to open 
museums, theaters, libraries, art galleries, 
etc. tothe general public on Sunday; and 
a wise move in the eame direction it would 
be for municipalities to provide musical 
entertainments, weather and season per- 
mitting, in the public parks. To these ed- 
ucational, moralizing and recreative in 
dulgences, which would be appreciated to 
the greatest extent by the working people, 
the doors of the churches would be open 
forall disposed to look for pleasure or 
profit, or both, in such ways. Jesus, the 
Jewieh reformer ignored the special relig- 
ious observances of the seventh day. The 
exigencies of these times may call for a 
still more radical change and require a 
more frequent occurrence of a resting day 
—say every fifth, or at least sixth day, be- 
ginning with the first day of the year. All 
classes arc worked irreligiously hard,—

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Tyson, Vt. 

The Convention of Spiritualists look place 
here September 13, 14 and 15, 1380. 

Tyson ls a romantic and seciuded town,five 
miles north of Ludlow. It is far removed 
from the din and excitement of the external 
world. The bottom lands are loxurient; cal- 
tle pastures stretch up to the bitis ttl tbe 
green woods begin.

There area fow 
very nice vilius here,comimanding a fine view 
of the mountains aud Jake,a fine sheet of 
water lying between the mountains. ] have 
not seen a sheet of waler for & long time 
which so forcibly reminds me of the lakes of 
Beollund so much ax this one does. It is es- 
tonishipng that such love'y places are neg- 
lected, if not entirely unknown by therich 
rural pleasure seekers of the large cities of 
New England. 

The people are beginning to come. The 
noise in the large and commodious hall be- 
eins lo increase. There is a steady bum of 
Voices. Spiritualists from different parts of 
the Btate are gathering, and soon the work of 
tbe convention will begin. 

To lovers of nature, silence and solitude, 
this is the place to come. Mr. Hubbard has 
bullt a tine hotel and board ls cheap, Tbe 
hills are pictures of beauty. Here the poet, 
philosopher and student can commune with 
nature, and feel that sublime inspiration 
from tbe invisible world. The trees, the 
gray clouds, and the terreatial forms, ani- 
mate and inanlinate, speak of an imminent 
spiritual world, articulate ita power,of which 
we are in some way its ward and child. 
There must always be a great deal of true 
poetry in Spiritualism. Our very best poetry 
is Inspired; and nature at her best gives the 
best conditions for recelving real inspira- 
tion. Tbe most renowned edifices of gothic 
architecture do not touch the soul inthe way 
one of these old hills does, The glowing sun 
setin an szure of golden tints; the threat- 
ning ctoud;the gushipg and roaring wind 
moving tie largest trees; the clattering rain 
on tbe leaves of the dripping forest; the an- 
gry mountain torrent rushing into the val. 
ley; the forked lightning splitting up stal- 
wart trees; the cows making swift for home; 
the birds silent as midnight; the world wrapt 
In one of these horrid and tremendous moods 
when the forces of nature appall and paral- 
IZ» the abliity of man, present a picture both 
awful and grand. The sun sets and leaves 
tbe earth to darkness and thestorm. Inez 
few hours more these same hills will wel 
come the rising sun. ‘he blue sky Is cloud: 
less. The trees and flowers kiss the new sun- 
beams; the birds sing; thegentle breezes s)gh 
among the pines; the lake sinks to its wout 
ed caim, and the face of nature seems bright 
and gay with gentle life once more. 

What is tt all but the spirit of nature mani: 
festing different pbases of tbat hidden and 
sublime energy with which we are all in 
some mysterious mauner connected? There 
Is Rome link between thut power which 
holds a star. a grain of sand, and the con: 
clous force of the mind—and some symbol: 
lam, too, belween virtue and the beautifal 
flowers. 

Tbe convention was called to order by Mr. 
Hubbard on Friday afternoon at 20'clock, 
apd Mr. Wilder a veteran servant of the 
cause, was unanimously elected president of 
the convention. Mr. Maxham sang a beau- 
ful plece of music, in a style that at once de- 
elared him to be possessed of rare musical 
talent and an excellent voice. [ spoke for 
about an hour and was followed by other 
speakers. 

On Saturday morning we bad a conference 
meeting and then a lecture by Mrs. Wiley, of 
Rockingham, She took for her subject the 
Consolations of Spiritualism. It was a sweet 
address, and there were man ints in it of 
a radical character. Mrs. Hey pute her 
soul into her talks. 

In the afternoon my lecture was prefaced 
by a conference, Mr. Stevens, of Burling 
ton, taking part. Mr. Hubbard made some 
telling remarks on “Our duty to the coming 
generation.”

The Moon's Revolution in Her Orbit. 

If we could take a bird's-eye view of 
the solar system containing only the 
eun, the earth and the moon, we should 
see the sun moving with rapid pace 
through the vast régions of space, tak- 
ing with him the earth and the moon. 
We should fee the earth revolving 
round the eun, taking with her the 
moon. We should also see the moon 
revolving rouud the earth, her motion 
round both sun nud earth causing her 
to move in au irregular ourve, always 
coneave to the sun. 

We could then realize as no words 
can describe how exceedingly compli- 
cated is the motion of the moon in her 
orbit, and admire with reverent awe 
the heavenly harmony that prevaile 
even ín this emall portlon of the mate- 
rlal universe, For It must be remem- 
dered that our majealle sun ia but a 
shining point, seen from the nearest 
fixed atar, and our earth and moon are 
invisible to the suus of apace. 

The moon revolves around the earth 
from any fixed stur to the same star 
agalo, lo tweuty-seven and three-tenths 
days, completing a perlodio or sidereal 
gevolution. 

The earth meantime has advanced In 
her orbit, aud the moon requires more 
time to complete a revolution in regard 
to the sun, bringiug suv, moon and 
earth into line, aud making the time 
from new moon lo new moon again iu 
twenty-niue aud a half d«ys. This is 
called a Lunar Month, Lunation, or 
Synodie Period. 


The moou is often considered as of 
little consequence in the economy of 
‘oreation. But what would the earth 
do without her? Ste is our minister 
and compauion. If she were blotted 
from the skies there would be no tides 
of any amount, no silver crescents 
hanging in the golden west, no glori- 
ous full mooos flooding the sleeping 
-earth with soft ligbte and shadows, and 
no total eclipses of the suu, the most 
sublime phenomena on which mortal 
eyes rest. 

We have need then to be devoutly 
grateful for our satellite, for her position 
in the heavens, for the short period of 
her revolution, and for all the blessings 
tbat follow iu her train. Her move- 
ment round the earth is but one sbort 
<chapter in the complex history of our 
nearest and most intimate celestial 
nelghbor.— Youth's Companion.

Many lustítutioos of learning have 
been founded on error; that la, institu- 
tions for «dueating the rlelng genera- 
tion in the various phases of theologtcal 
lore. Wuwever all that is taught In 
them la not error; there Is much truth 
taught with it, which constitutes the 
vital principle. The error in theologi 
cal tenets and systems ls demonstrated 
by the fact that they confllet and differ 
idely from each other; so if one in 
right the other le wrong.

Soleuce In knowledge in a given di- 
rection. ‘To gain knowledue we must 
take the testimony of others. For iu- 
stance, astronomers make kuowu to us 
what la revonled through the telescope, 
and we accept their testimony; aud 
many cun verify the truth of their tes- 
timony. Faith la bellef; rellauce on 
testimony. It ise not knowledge, but a 
means of acquiring knowledge. Tn 
pursult of sclence or any other Informa 
tion, we accept certain statements as 
true—belleve them, sud therehy learn 
by faith, and that whioh is learned be- 
comes a part of our knowledge- 

“But suppose the propositions or state- 
ments are false or untrue, la anything 
learned or knowledge galned?” 

No, nothing but darkness, error or 
damage to those who originate them, 
and also those who belleve, recelve and 
aet upon them. Falsehoods, lies and 
errors are nothing—nothing but untruth 
or the absence of truth; delusion, non- 
entity. If a person believe and receives 
error or falsehood no knowledge is 
gained thereby, unless it is a knowledge 
of something unreal and untrue, Truth 
is a reality; a lle is unreal, deceptive, 
Some people believe and act upou false- 
hood and error all thelr mortal lives, 
only to fiud out at last that they are 
trying to grasp impalpable emptiness, 

“Suppose a person states or uttera 
tblogs that are false or untrue, would you 
say they are Hes, and that be is a Har?” 
No; I should be careful to say nothing 
of the kind, aud would rather be silent 
than charge any oue with lying. I 
would seek an explanation that might 
modify such an oplnlon; but if I could 
I would present the truth, which will 
always upset or defeat a lie or an error. 
Truth will triumph and endure, while 
untruth must sink and disappear. 

'l'o say that a person lies is to charge 
him with the highest disbonor and take 
upon yourself the highest responsibill- 
ty. To cbarge your fellow-man with 
lying is an insult, and is as bad as ly- 
ing. 

A statement or utterahce may be false 
or unture, and yet pot a lie, necessarily. 
To be a lie it must be uttered or ex 
pressed by the person witb the intent to 
mislead or deceive, and with his or her 
kuowledge of its uutruth or unreality. 
It ie a siu to lie, but it is as great a ein 
to call a person a liar; and thie, too, is 
often 1 dangerous experiment. Nations 
and individuals have often got into war 
that way; generally the result of mis- 
understanding. When you feel like 
calling a big man a liar be sure vou are 
right, then use the telephone, Don't be 
too hasty in calling one a liar; ıt some- 
times amounte to elander or scandal, 
and it's bid manners. Few things ure 
more offensive than to be called a liar, 
or to be accused of lying. “But if my 
neighbor really and surety lies, is it not 
right for me to say 80?" 

No; not always. There are many 
wuys of expressing yourself without 
saying he or she bus lied, or isa liar, 
without giving offense or using uffen- 
sive lunguage. You could say he is 
mistaken; he is wrong; he is in error; he 
js inaccurate or incorreel; he has a mis- 
understanding or is mistaken in bis 
jJudgmen'; he has got a wrong impres- 
sion; he tas a misapprehenalon ora 
misconception, You may even say the 
thing spoken is false or untrue, or it is 
not so, erpeclally if you can present the 
truth, or suow how, why, or wherein 
the statement la untrue, 

E Every untruth or falsehood la nota 

lie. A person may state what is un- 
true from ignorance or misconception, 
He may endeavor in ali honesty of pur. 
pose to tell the truth, but fail to do so, 
and say what Is false from a misunder 
standing or misconception of what he 
ta trylug to tell; or he may be joking, 
which is not a commendable habit, 
How often peranns have been accused 
of lying when they were innocent of 
the hateful jmputation. Oftimes a man 
will churge his neighbor with lying 
when he is not a«qualnted with the 
fact, or hud not an uuderstanding of 
what was sald or expressed, to find at 
last that bly nelghbor is right and him- 
self lu error, 

*'Buppose a person lles shout me, with 
the intent to elauder, insult, or In any 
way injure my churacier, would It be 
r ght for me to charge him with lylog 
aud call him to account?” 

‘That la another circumstance —that ia 
a per-onal affair iu which each one 
should be free toe x-refee his or her own 
Judgmeut. The better way la to exer- 
else self-control; be not hasty nor uct 
rashly, that you may say or do the 
right thing at the right time, nud ascer- 
tain if there may not be some Justilla 
ble cause for the misdemeaunr, A lymg

Certain things may come to your eara 
from n &evond or third party—a thing, 
for los nuce, claimed to bave been said 
or done by you, which you, in your 
haste, say, "It la a lie, or he la a dar," 
whereus, on traclug the matter back 
to the first party, ascertaln that the 
thing first spoken was quite different 
from what you heard, and perhaps very 
true and harness, Reports are often 
exaggerated and colored somewhat, A 
person In relating a statement he hears, 
may add to, substract from, or in some 
way change It; anda third party may 
tell 1t still different, so that a wrong im- 
presslon goes forth. If we are disposed 
to report what wo hear, we should try 
to be accurate and tru'hful, holding our 
words In perfect control. 

Saying you do not belloven thing It is 
not equal to saying It is Talao, or that le 
a lle. Vom do not say It [9 false or untrue, 
but only say do not believe It, though 
it muy be true, or it may not. People 
do not belleve all things that are true, 
In some instances. We are not oblig. d 
to belieue all we hear; und it Is not nl- 
ways best to speak or express all or all 
we know. When we talk about other 
people we should be careful what we 
say If we waut co keep out of trouble,
